600 Japs Killed’ 
In Marine Push 


By The Associated Press. 

American Marines, meeting 
swiftly stiffening Japanese _ re- 
sistance, are pushing eastward 
from the Cape Gloucester area of 
New Britain toward Borgen Bay, 
and 600 Japanese have fallen in 
the continuing battle, a communi- 
que from General . MacArthur's 
headquarters said today. 

On neighboring New Guinea, 
American invasion forces made 
contact with the enemy as far as 
10 miles up the coast from the 
beachhead at Saidor. 

Clearing of an important air- 
drome area in the Cape Glouces- 
ter sector went forward, while 
preparations were well advanced 
for far heavier air assaults on 
Japanese - held Rabaul to the 
northeast—from newly won bases 
on Bougainville in the Solomons. 

A new fighter sweep over Ra- 
baul brought to more than 180 
the mumber of Japanese planes 
downed there since December 24, 

Major General Ralph J. Mitch- 
ell, whose south Pacific air force 
has been bombing and strafing 
Rabaul daily, said “it won’t be 
long now” before the attack 
reaches an all-out scale. 

Final reduction of Rabaul is 
certain, he added, although its de- 
struction by air may require sev- 
eral months. 

That the Navy will be ready to 
throw increasing aerial strength 
into the assault was indicated by 
Naval Undersecretary James For- 
restal, who reported in a New 
York speech Thursday that 65 air- 
craft carriers have been construct- 
ed in the last year. 

Navy aircraft shared in a 200- 
plane attack on Rabaul last No- 
vember 11. 

Australians, struggling up the 
interior of New Guinea in a drive 
on Madang, also have made a new 
landing on the north coast at Cape 
Gumbi, an unconfirmed Berlin 
radio broadcast of Tokyo reported. 

On New Britain, the Japanese 
radio admitted, the defenders def- 
initely are inferior to the Allied 
invaders.

WFA Okays Food Stamp Plan 


To Aid Low-Income Families 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—(#)— 
The War Food Administration 
today indorsed a food stamp plan 
to give low-income families food 
at cheaper prices, but only as a 
supplement to President Roose- 
velt’s price stabilization program 
embracing subsidies to keep retail 
food costs down. 

Assistant War Food Administra- 
tor Gover B. Hill told reporters 
today that WFA believed it would 
be desirable to set up a stamp 
program along the general lines 
proposed in a bill by Senator 
Aiken, Republican, of Vermont. 


“Adoption of such a plan,” Hill 
remarked, “should not be regard- 
ed in any way as a substitute for 
the administration’s price stabili- 
zation program. We believe it is 
clear that the program authorized 
by this bill would not prevent 
increases in food prices. On the 
other hand, it would at least part- 
ly compensate low-income fami- 
lies for recent or prospective price 
increases.” 


LETTER FROM HILL 


Earlier, the Senate Agriculture 
Committee made public a letter 
from Hill estimating the cost of 
the program as outlined in the 
Aiken bill at $3,000,000,000 a year 
if all eligible families partici- 
pated, 

Food subsidy programs now in 
operation and others contemplat- 
ed would cost about $1,000,000,000 
more. 


Hill explained that in making 
the $3,000,000,000 estimate the 
WFA did not intend to recom- 
mend the appropriation of any | 
specific amount. 

Under the stamp plan, eligible 
consumers would receive stamps 
from the government entitling 
them to purchases of designated 
foods at cut-rate prices.

Earl B. Emery, Georgia mana- 
ger for Southern Bell, said that 
employes in the operating and 
plant divisions were working 48 
hours now. “We have been 
through the same regulations in 
the Savannah and_ Brunswick 
area,” he said. “And it has re- 
sulted in stepping up hours io 48 
as business increased or employes 
went to the service. It hasn’t 
meant releasing any employes for 
other work.” 

Albert Gossett, president of the 
Atlanta Federation of Trades, said 
his organization has 54,000 mem. 
bers in the Atlanta area. He esti- 
mated that employes are paid an 
average of $1,700 a year, and that 
time and a half for the additional 
eight hours would increase the 
annual income *bout $580 a year. 

Gossett asserted that the added 
pay roll would not aid inflation 
“because workers spend their 
money for meat and bread.” 

“If workers expended their in- 
comes on cosmetics and other 
non-essentials, an income increase 
of one-third probably would give 
inflation impetus,” Gossett said.

REASONS FOR LOST GROUND 

He listed as “responsible for

He also urged that farmers be 
guaranteed against a postwar col- 
lapse of agricultural prices “such 
as the deliberate deflation of 1920 
and 1921 brought upon them.” 


War Is Critical, 
GermansAdmit 


BERN, Switzerland, Jan. 6.— 
(P)—The Berlin press openly ac- 


knowledged today that the situ- 
ation was “very critical,” as the 
bomb-smashed German capital 
was rife with theories that a 
British-American invasion of the 
west might be timed to coincide 
with the peak of the Soviet win- 
ter offensive. 

The present Russian onslaught 
has not yet reached full scale be- 
cause of unfavorable weather, 
German military commentators 
conceded, implying to the public 
that worse news i: to follow the 
German retreats already in prog- 
ress. 

The Berlin correspondent of the 
Swiss paper Tribune de Geneve 
wrote that the German propagan- 
da effort was to orient public 
opinion gradually to realization 
and acceptance of the retreats. 
He said military men already had 
announced taking all necessary 
means to “moderate” the Russian 
advance but that if these failed, 
the Germans risked “to lose all 
the territory gained in the bloody 
fighting” since 1941. While this 
is one of the most direct state- 
ments on the fighting yet per- 
mitted to come out of Germany, 
German papers still contended, 
even while stressing the crisis, 
that “the situation is not lost, for 
all that,” saying reserves and 
courage still were strong through- 
out the Reich. S 

However, in connection with 
German manpower, the Berlin 
correspondent of the Swiss paper 


Basler Nachrichten said the Ger- 
man military commentators ac-| 
knowledged territory was being 
yielded “every place there is dan- 
ger of being outflanked or encir- 
cled.” | 

While Germans _ speculated on | 
when the Allies would invade in 
the west, the Berlin radio an- 
nounced that Marshal Erwin 
Rommel had just completed a 
tour of defenses in the Nether- 
lands, where, it was stated, 
“alarm practices and maneuvers 
carried out with live ammuni- 
tion, again proved the high stand- 
ard of training: and that the divi- 
sions are ready for the attack.” 

Other “invasion” items _in- 
cluded: 

The BBC broadcast in the name 
of the Allied command asking 
Belgians to stay at home when 
military operations began, lest 
they obstruct Allied air forces at- 
tacking German communications. 
The Belgians were advised to dig 
slit trenches and _ shelters for 
themselves. 

FRENCH MOBILIZATION 

The French National Commit- 
tee in Algiers decreed mobiliza- 
tion of youths 18 and 19 effective 
February 15 and voted to form 
a second expeditionary force to 
participate in the invasion of Eu- 
rope from the west or south. 

The British radio, in a broad. 
cast recorded in New York by 
CBS, advised Bulgaria, Rumania 
and Hungary to “break with 
Germany now” if they wanted “to 


escape the worst consequences of 
Germany’s defeat.” They were | 
told they could take decisive ac-| 
tion now but that in a short time’ 
nothing they did would “make 
any difference to anybody.” 

A report from German-held 
Zagreb, Yugoslavia, said strong 
units of the U. S. Seventh and 
British First Armies were concen- 
trating at Bari, Italy, for an in- 
vasion of the Balkans.

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“No Bombers Were Lost’’ 
A not uncommon sentence in news dis- 


patches and official communiques telling of 
the daily activities of Allied air forces is “no 
bombers were lost.” Or, “all our planes return- 
ed.” In the story of Wednesday morning from 
the Pacific, of raids against the Marshall 
Islands, occurs the first phrase. A few columns 
over, in the story telling of raids over Germany 
and the invasion coast of France, it is reported 
“they met little fighter opposition.” 

From such reports we can gather the accel- 
erating trend of the air war, in our favor. It is 
plain to read that the Axis air strength is fast 
waning, while we know ours grows greater 
day by day. 

Gene al Arnold, head of our air forces, 
predicted earlier this week the early disap- 
pearance of German air power from the skies. 
When that takes place, the one weapon on 
which Nazi military might depended will have 
been lost. 

Without air support no land armies today 
can hope to stand against an enemy with 
strong air forces both for attack and defense. 
With the Luftwaffe smashed out of the skies, 
it will mean that our troops, when they land 
in Western Europe, will not only be given an 
air “umbrella” that will make them immune 
from the air, but will have vast fleets of 
bombers, of dive-bombers and all other types 
of planes to smash the road ahead. 


The story of air power in Europe is one of 
the most dramatic phases of the war. At the 
beginning Germany had overwhelming pre- 
ponderance of plane strength. It has taken 
four years, but today the Luftwaffe is but a 
pitiful, almost helpless thing, and tomorrow it 
will be gone altogether. 

Meanwhile, in the Pacific, we continue to 
knock down Jap planes in a ratio of five or 
six to each one of our own lost from any cause. 
The Japs cannot stand that ratio for too long. 


They, too, face the prospect of total loss of 


the air arm in the not indiscernible future. 
The story is told in the four words, “No 


bombers were lost.” 


The Last Word 


Some days ago, in an editorial on farm crop 
diversification, The Constitution took cog- 
mnizance of the fact that many were the 
claimants to the honor of leading the way. 

At least fifteen counties in the state, we 
knew, had taken exception to a previous edi- 
torial reference to “the example set by pros- 
perous Colquitt county in the diversification 
of farm crops.” | 

And so, in an effort to placate and pacify, 
we philosophied thusly: “It matters not which 
county actually pioneered in the realms of 
diversification or which, for that matter, is 
doing the best job at present. The main thing 
is that diversification of crops is now an 
actuality in virtually every county in Georgia, 
that farmers are finally utilizing this only 
practical approach to the problems inherent 
in a one-crop economy. What matters who 
came first so long as all have seen the light?” 

Not so easily dismissed, however, is militant 
Editor H. H. Wind, of The Cairo Messenger, 
official organ of Grady county. 

“Of course,” he admits, “as The Constitu- 
tion says, the matter of chief importance is 
that nearly all Georgia counties have seen 
the light of crop diversification.” 

Moreover, he declares “Grady would not 
perpetuate a dispute over which county was 
first for anything.” — 

“BUT,” he adds, “the fact remains that 
Grady was recognized, generally, 30 years, or 
more, ago, as the ORIGINAL crop diversifica- 
tion county. This recognition came chiefly 
from outsiders and did not develop from any 
exploitation of the county and its resources. 

“Grady has for some years, now, produced 
more than 40 soil products on a commercial 
basis, and has pioneered in the introduction 
and dezelopment of a number of these crops. 
Grady ttands as the undisputed origina] diver- 
sified farming county of Georgia.”

Georgia Shows the Way 

Several years ago a party of wildlife-mind- 
ed Georgians, headed by the Governor, made 
an extensive tour into Wisconsin for the 
purpose of studying, at close range, the excel- 
lent conservation program in effect in that 
state. 

Last fall, a delegation from the general 
assembly made a tour of surrounding states 
to study prison systems which had proven, as 
Georgia’s had not, both self-sustaining and no 
source of notoriety. 

"Georgia, in short, for a period of years has 
been looking to various other states for ideas 
and inspiration. 

It is news then, when another state, espe- 
cially one as progressive as Kentucky, starts 
sending delegations to Georgia to study some 
phase of our governmental program. 

That’s what happened last week when a 
delegation of five officials from the Blue Grass 
State visited Georgia to study our food produc- 
tion and conservation program. 

Especially were they interested in freezer 
locker plants, none of which have as yet been 
established in Kentucky, but an increasing 
number of which are to be found in Georgia. 

Too many Georgians are unaware of the 
fact that this state, according to qualified 
federal officials, “sets the pattern for the entire 
nation” in the matter of food production and 
consumption. 

It’s something of which we should all be 


proud.

Student Manners 

Education includes many things which can- 
not be found in books. Among the most im- 
portant are good manners. 

High marks and decorative diplomas are 
laudable. But even if they could be pasted 
across a pupil’s forehead like a label, they 
would still bear light, if any, witness to his 
real character, upbringing and general be- 
havior. Dr. Samuel Johnson, one of the most 
profoundly educated men England ever pro- 
duced, wrote many books. Who reads them 
now? But thanks to Johnson’s crony, Boswell, 
the world knows of the great man’s habit of 
digging into a pigeon pie with his fingers; of 
burping loudly after a hearty meal; of airing 
his prejudices in a loud, commanding voice. 

Upon Atlanta’s public schools there cannot 
—and should not—rest the entire burden of 
Atlanta children’s education. That depends on 
home training. But surely something can be 
done about the streetcar and bus manners of 
students going to and from school—particularly 
the latter. 

Workers have come to dread entering a car 
filled with home-going pupils. A school car or 
bus can be heard a block away. At first it 
sounds like the murmur of a distant mob; then 
it swells to the proportions of a cheering 
section of Old Siwash on the way to the big 
game. If noise were the only objection, it 
might be shrugged off. But students hanging 
from windows and crowded on back platforms 
shout derisive comments at cars and yow! dis- 
paraging personal comments at passers-by. 

Youth, they tell us, is a beautiful thing. 
It can be. But boorishness and bad manners 
are never beautiful at any age.

ONE WORD MORE

NOW IT’S ATOMS? There was an obscure press dispatch of 
¥ a day or so ago sent out from Lisbon 


which still has me depressed and obsessed with a foreboding of 
evil. It read as follows: 


LISBON, Dec. 31.—Travelers from Germany today brought a 
new version of the much-discussed Nazi secret 
weapon, 

These sources said the weapon is a small light 
bomb utilizing the tremendously destructive pow- 
er of atomic energy. Planes carrying them, the 
reports said, would be able to fly above the range 
of antiaircraft guns. 

Use of atomic energy was said to be made 
possible through the discovery by German scien- 
tists of a method of splitting the atom, a process 
long sought by both Allied and German physicists. 

Now, I am well aware of the fact that the 
idea of splitting the atom has, in so far as the 
public is concerned, been confined to Sunday 
supplements. Scientists .and feature writers 
have been talking about it for years. But, I am 
afraid, it retains a sort of comic-strip Superman 
reputation and no one pays much attention to 
the possibility of splitting the atom. 

In fact, I very much fear that if attention were called to it the 

reply might be, “So what? Let them split it.” 


This is a pity, because the first nation whose scientists suc- 
cessfully split the atom and bring about a method of utilizing the 
fantastic and unbelievable energy thereby obtained, would possess 
a great weapon for war and peace. 

I have never believed the

Germans secret weapon 


was the much-talked-about rocket gun which will throw an esti- 
mated ten tons of explosives a distance of 90 or 100 miles. 


Such a weapon is entirely possible and likely, but it will not 
be a decisive factor. At best it can do no more, or at best, little 
more, damage than the terrific air raids in which four and eight-ton 
bombs are dropped. It would be bad but it could be endured. 


One line stuck in my mind from a German propaganda story 
about the secret weapon. It said, “A method has been found by 
which it is possible to destroy half the earth with explosives.” 


That stayed in my mind and the other day when I saw the 
item about atomic energy bombs the two fitted together. 


It is a frightening prospect because it is perfectly true that if 
the German scientists have discovered how-to control and direct 
atomic energy they have managed to get ahead of other scientists 
who have made great progress in that direction. 


For years there has been a race going on to see which nation 
could do it first. The war accelerated the pressure. What our 
own nation has done I do not know and could not say if | did. 
But it safely may be assumed our scientists have not been asleep. 
It is my hope and belief they are ahead of the Germans. 


My idea is that the German scientists probably have been suc- 
cessful in some small experiments with atomic energy bombs and 
explosives and are being harassed and hurried by the German 
officials. It is my hope also that they will continue to be almost 
successful, but not really successful. 

Because if they are successful they really will be able to destroy 
the cities of England and create more destruction in a day or so 
than they did in three months of intensive bombing attacks on 
London, Coventry, Birmingham and other centers of production 
and population. | 


ERA OF POWER? Physicists will merely shake their heads in 
wide-eyed awe if asked what splitting the 
atom means to peacetime industry and development. 
They are agreed, however, it means as much, if not more, than 
invention of the electric generator meant to industry and 
progress. It has been about 70 years since the generator was 
invented. It has taken us a long time to develop and apply it 
and we know that we have barely begun to bring the benefits of 
electric power to mankind. 

Splitting the atom will mean as much to the future as did the 
invention of the electric generator. It may mean more. 

We are trying, I would guess, as are the Germans, to com- 
press the development of the knowledge about splitting atoms 
and controlling the energy thereby obtained, into a year or so as 
compared with the near three-quarters of a century of developments 
in electricity. 

If the Germans have beat us to the punch, God help us during 
the period we are meeting it. I trust the German scientists are 
merely hopeful of success-——not really successful.

DEGREES OF DETESTATION It is probably true that in 


no previous war has the feel- 

ing of outright hatred for the enemy nations, collectively and indi- 

vidually, been as intense as in this one. The abhorrent philosophies 

that underlie the root causes of the conflict, both in Europe and 
in the Pacific, are so contrary to all conceptions 
of decency and honor among proper men it is 
but right and natural we should feel utter de- 
testation for peoples who will subscribe to such 
outrageous theories. 

The racial hatred which the Nazis implanted 
in the German nation, their utter brutishness in 
dealing with civilians of conquered countries, 
their callous classification of entire populations 
as “sub-human,” makes the gorge of a free man 
rise, 

Despise though we may Nazified Germany, 
with its wholesale slaughter of “hostages,” its 
wiping out of tens of thousands, its destruction 
of entire communities, it is generally conceded 
that we in America hate the Japanese even more 
than we do the foe in Europe. 

This is, for many reasons, but natural. 

a -In the first place it was the Japs who per- 
petrated the infamy of Pearl Harbor. It was the Japs who executed 
our own boys, captured after the Tokyo air raid. It is the Japs 
who have abused, tortured, raped and slain our own people, caught 
in the collapses at Hongkong, Singapore, the Philippines and other 
areas of conflict. 

And the difference in race is such that we cannot help consider- 
ing them as repulsive little monkeys who must be exterminated. 


ANOTHER VIEW Yet, to some of us, the feeling of hatred is 
stronger against the Germans than it is 
against the Japanese. 

This is because we have been accustomed to rate more highly 
the’ German degree of civilization, their culture and development 
of science and art, their decencies and kinship, in some respects, to 
ourselves. We have all known good Germans among us: that is, 
families of German origin. It used to be, before the two great wars 
of our time opened our eyes, that we had high admiration for the 
German people. 

Thus we are more deeply shocked and horrified at the depths 
of depravity to which an entire nation, once a respected member of 
the family of nations, has sunk. That sense of shock accentuates 
our hatred for the thing the German has become today. You are, 
naturally, more shocked, more fully sickened, when a people you 
used to think were quite decent, make of themselves brutes in 
human form, than you are when a people whom you've never re- 
garded as fully civilized, revert to barbarism. 

However, there is no denying the

Japs worse than they hate all the Gestapo of Hitler. 

Do you remember the days when a certain type of American 
newspaper was constantly screaming about “The Yellow Peril’? 
Do you remember when California fought, successfully, for immi- 
gration exclusion of the Japanese? There is a long history to 
account for: part of our dislike of the men of Nippon. 


The truth is the Jap, physically, is repulsive to most of us. 
Whether he is im the role of the synthetically smiling, apologetic, 
humble cycophant we knew so well in the old days, or in the role 
of the brute soldier filled with sadistic thirst for blood or tor 
fantastic hari-kari into which he has been made by his militaristic 
leaders. 

However, until by long demonstration and by painful expiation 
of their national culpability, they have proven they are fit asso- 
ciates for decent, peace-loving peoples, both the German and the 
Jap will have to be held in suspicion, considered criminals in the 
eyes of the decent nations of the world. 

And it must always be remembered that there is, basically, only 
one way to win any war. That is, by killing the enemy. 

So, both in Europe and in Asia we shall go on inflicting as heavy 
casualties as we can, until both foes are so beaten into the ground 
they will have to throw themselves upon the mercy of the Allies. 


We hope that mercy will be justice, but if just punishment is to 
be inflicted on both criminal nations, justice must guard against the 
weakness that arises out of sentimentality in the guise of mercy. 


Until the Germans, in their hearts, realize that the way of man 
must be in the footsteps of the Christ who taught brotherhood among 
all peoples; until the Japanese learn that treachery and lust are the 
attributes of the most primitive of savages and are not in the creed 
of civilized peoples, we must retain our hate. Not necessarily for 
the peoples themselves, but for the indecencies of which they have 
made themselves the symbols.

FAIR ENOUGH

between Justices Hugo Black and 


Frank Murphy, on the one hand, 
and Felix Frankfurter on the 
other, all New Dealers selected 
for their “liberalism.” As I inter- 
pret the newspaper accounts, 
Black and Murphy criticized 
Frankfurter for using his “person- 
al views on ‘morals’ and ‘ethics’ ”’ 
as a measure of justice. They 
seem to think he should employ 
other guides, whereas it seems to 
me that a man must be guided by 
his own morality, such as it is. 
for better or for worse. 

The question then is whether 
your justice is a man of sound 
morals. 

In two important cases in which 
Mr. Frankfurter wrote the ma- 
jority opinions it has seemed to 
me, among others, that the court 


flouted good morals. At the mo- 
ment I am not able to list those 
other justices who were content 
to let - him speak for them. How- 
ever, it is supposed that there are 
no weaklings on the court who 
could be seduced to Mr. Frank- 
furter's way of thinking although 
he has the reputation of being a 
very persuasive and influential 
man in the New Deal government 
and the court as well. 


In One 
Case for the majority of 
the court it was ad- 
mitted that the defendant was ab- 
solutely in the wrong, had violated 
his agreement, and, then, as a 
means of enforcing wrongful de- 
mands, had told and published lies 
about the injured party which 


In one case in which 
Mr. Frankfurter spoke 


| were intended to damage his busi- 


ness and did so. Nevertheless, Mr. 
Frankfurter’s majority opinion, 
which I take to be expressive of 
his own morals and of the morals 
of those who concurred, held that 
the acknowledged facts did not 
constitute unlawful conduct under 
the Clayton Act. In other words, 
the supreme court was indifferent 
to injustice to an innocent individ- 
ual, sent him away to nurse his 
own injuries and held that con- 
gress had intended to legalize this 
condiction, which congress morally 
could not do even if that were the 
intent. 


In the more recent case, where 
two New York cafeterias had 
been picketed with false repre- 
sentations that a labor dispute 
existed and where it was ac- 
knowledged that there was no 
dispute between either employer 
and any employe, Mr. Frankfurter 


wrote a majority opinion which. 


went even further. Not only was 
the public falsely told that the 
employers were unfair to organ- 
ized labor with which they had 
had no dealings whatever, but cus- 
tomers were insulted, and were 
told that the food was bad and 
that to patronize the cafeterias 
was to aid the cause of Fascism. 
There was no evidence that the 
proprietors were Fascists or in 
any way sympathetic with Fas- 
cism. 


On this last point the court held 
that “to use loose language or un- 
defined slogans that are part of 
the conventional give-and-take in 
our economic and political con- 
troversies, like ‘unfair’ or Fascist’ 
is not to falsify facts.” 


. To that I say

Accusations I" the _ first 
place, as Mr. 


Frankfurter and all the rest of 
them well know, the terms “un- 
fair to organized labor” and “Fas- 
cist” are not loose language or un- 


defined slogans. They are power- 


ful accusations employed with the 
knowledge that they are powerful 
and for the purpose of causing 
harm to the victims. And again, 
as he and the rest of them all 
know, to use these terms falsely 
is to falsify facts deliberately 
and wantonly and anyone who 
contends otherwise, is trying to 
whitewash lies, which is very 
strange business for the supreme 
court of the United States. 


In both of these cases, there 
occurs the poisonous dictum that 
unions, however unscrupulous, 
have a special right derived from 
congress to violate the rights of 
every other element of the com- 
munity. In the first case Mr. 
Frankfurter wrote that the picket- 
ing of the victim with falsehoods 
was “a familiar practice in these 
situations,” as though this form 
of wrongdoing had acquired justi- 
fication merely because it had be- 
come habitual with the offender. 
In the second, it becomes legal, 
moral and fair for a union, but 
only for a union, to call a man a 
Fascist who is not a Fascist when 
the fact of the matter is that right 
now a number of citizens are un- 
der indictment and in jeopardy on 


‘charges that they are Fascists. 


It is slightly reassuring to learn 
that, at least, the supreme court 
is now taking some notice of the 
existence of morality and ethics.

What difference does it make then whether 
it originated with Roosevelt, Marshall, or an un- 
identified pedestrian named Joe? 


It is, so far as I am concerned, a good state- 
ment even if it came from Herbert Hoover. And 
that, when one feels about Mr. Hoover as I do, 
is going a long way in praise of a statement. 


Strikes in the United States do make our ene- 
mies happy, very happy, in these days when they 
have so little else to be happy about. 


That fact, it seems to me, is as obvious as 
Mr. Willkie’s willingness. 


If, in short, Adolf Shicklegruber. the old wallpaper cutter-upper 
who graduated to maps, doesn’t laugh up his sleeve each time he 
reads in the Chicago Tribune of strikes and threats thereof, then it 
is only because he has lost his shirt in the Berlin bombings. 


There are, admittedly, those citizens who are waxing hurt and 
indignant over the publicity given the statement. But those who 
deny it are either talking through their Stetsons or else so simple- 
minded that it is but a question of time until two men in white coats 
come around with the butterfly net and take them back to the 
booby hatch. 


Incidentally, the war has changed a lot of things. But the old 
adages, by and large, still stand. Like, for instance, the one about 
it being the truth that hurts.

REVERSE THE STORY WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The best 
way to judge the reaction in Ger- 

many to recent strikes and threats of strikes in the American steel 

and railroad industries is to consider the situation in reverse. 

What would be the feeling in this country if the news suddenly 

came over the cables that the Reich was faced 
with strikes which threatened to tie up all steel 
production and demoralize its transportation 
system? 

Obviously news of that kind would take pre 
cedence over all other developments of the day. 
It would lift Allied hopes of an early victory to 
greater heights than could be produced by any 
nonmilitary act short of the overthrow or assas- 
sination of Hitler. 

For without continued steel production and 
the free operation of vital transportation lines 
Germany would be doomed to certain disaster. 

Only by considering the circumstances in this 
reverse manner are we able to visualize the true 
meaning of General George Marshall's reprimand 
to American labor that its threatened strikes in 
the steel and railroad industries have provided 
the Germans with a psychological shot in the 

arm which might prolong the war for six months. 

If we admit to ourselves that our own spirits would be greatly 
lifted by news of such labor disturbances in Germany, how can we 
expect the Germans, who have reason to be far more forlorn than 
we, to react to: similar information related to the American war 


effort? 


THEIR ONLY HOPE Hitler in his New Year's message to the 
German people showed clearly enough 


that the Nazis no longer have any hopes of victory. Their one and 
only remaining hope is to be able to bring about a stalemate, where- 


in the Germans will get a negotiated peace. 

Whatever may be the state of deterioration of morale on the 
German home front, if Hitler and his Nazis can persuade the people 
that a little more patience, a little greater effort, can stall off un- 
conditional surrender, we may be sure this effort and sacrifice will 
be forthcoming. 

Without some such added stimulus, General Marshall, the Army 
chief of staff, believes a collapse in Germany is an imminent possi 
bility. Before the strike developments on the American home front, 
he foresaw the possibility of it coming as early as February, per- 
haps even prior to the opening of the second front. 


MAY WELL BE William Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, now confesses that, “al- 

though a strike date had been set, there never was the faintest 

possibility of an actual walkout on the nation’s railroads.” 

That may well be, as most informed persons here believed at the 
time. It simply did not make sense that the nation’s rail workers, 
a patriotic and responsible group, would be willing to paralyze the 
country’s transportation system in time of war over a minor wage 
dispute: They were merely using the threats of a strike to further 
their demands for adjustments. 

But where the labor leaders were shortsighted was in not seeing 
what the effect of their actions would be on our enemies. In miti- 
gation of their offense, it seems reasonable to assume they were not 
in position to consider the matter in the light of the same informa- 
tion that was available to General Marshall. 

There is no evidence yet of the German propaganda ministry 
making a big play on the President's seizure of the railroads and 
the threatened strike in the steel plants, at least so far in broad- 
casts for consumption of the German people. 

We do not yet know, however, how the German newspapers 
have been handling the matter. It might easily be that Dr. Goebbels 
is purposely keeping his American strike propaganda off the air and 
confining his campaign to the newspapers as a means of preventing 
us from knowing too much about his activities 

If it were apparent that the developments 


LESSON TO ALL : 

were being used fo bolster up German 
morale, we would immediately set about to offset the Nazi prop 
aganda by counter-broadcasts to the people of the Reich through 
short-wave channels. Perhaps we are doing a certain amount of 
this anyway, through the OWI and other agencies. 

The lesson of the present situation should be plain enough to 
all elements of the home-front population. It is that modern war- 
fare has become so complex developments on the home front can- 

not easily be divorced from those on the battlefront. Things that 
_ happen back home may have a far-reaching bearing on actual war 
events, even behind the enemy lines. 

Still another phase of the matter deserves to be mentioned. 
What effect do we think strikes and threats of strikes in the United 
States, which is the arsenal of the Allies, is having on the morale 
of the people who are joined with us in this war? 

It must be as terribly disconcerting to the Russians and the 
British, as it is ‘encouraging to the Germans and Japs, to hear of 
two of our prime industries being threatened with demoralization 
by labor disputes and walkouts. Such things are almost unheard of 
in England, while in Russia they simply are not tolerated.

It will be an equally big factor 
in the Anglo-American plunge in- 
to Europe in this year of “decisive 
actions,” the President told con- 
gress in his thirteenth report on 
lend-lease since the program was 
started in March, 1941. 

In 33 months to December l, 
1943, lend-lease aid to the Allies 
has totaled $18,608,000,000, the 
report shows, reaching its peak 
last August and tapering off 
somewhat since. 

Russia received through last Oc- 
tober a grand total of 7,000 planes, 
3,500 tanks and 195,.J0 motor ve- 
hicles which were “used effective- 
ly in the Red army’s advances in 
the Ukraine and White Russia,” 
the President declared. In addi- 


tion the Soviets were sent 343,000 | 


tons of wheat and flour, 277,000 
tons of sugar, 324,900 tons of 
canned meat, 441,000 tons of fats 
and oils, 136,900 tons of dried 
fruits and vegetables, 38,000 tons 


of dried eggs, and 33,500 tons of 


butter. 

Almost half of the aid to the 
British has been in munitions. 
Lend-lease planes and bombs are 
scorching German-held Europe 
daily. 

The report, reflecting strong op- 
timism about the war, looked into 
the future. Mr. Ron-evelt: envis- 
aged an international agreement 
which would give all nations equal] 
access to the world’~ oil supply. 
The United States, he said, also 
will take into account in the final 
lend-lease settlements its invest- 
ments in air fields abroad, thus 
replying indirectly ty some public 
comment that America should re- 
tain a grip on world-wide air 


curity.

GOP Leaders 


WASHINGTON, van. 6.—(#)— . 


Asserting that the Democratic 
party is going to “stand or fall 
on the job we do of winning the 
war and planning the peace,” Na- 
tional Chairman Frank Walker 
called today for election of a con- 
gress pledged to “support an in- 
ternational policy that means 
something.” 

In an interview outlining. his 
views on -the issue’ of the political 
campaign, Walkc. criticized the 
Republican leadership for what he 
described as its failure thus far to 
display any disposition toward 
agreeing with the Democrats on 
a postwar foreign program. 

“The important thing in this 


country right now is to adopt an 
international policy that is worth 
while and plan for the peace,” he | 
said. 

Walker, who has said he does) 
not know whether President 
Roosevelt intends to seek a fourth 
term, declared he regarded the 
election of a congress determined 
to avoid the mistakes of the Ver- 
sailles treaty as equally important 
to the election of a President with 
the same views. 

“Whoever is President ought to 
have the support of congress for 
an international program on 
which the country is agreed,” he 
said, adding: “I say that as an 
American who is interested in the 
future of his nation and not as a 
politician.” 

Expressing belief that the coun- 
try will “demand” that both par- 
ties fashion a uniform interna- 
tional program before the cam- 
paign is over, Walker said he 


‘could see no signs “that the oppo-~ 


sition is showing any leadership 
in trying to bring this about.” 

“As for the Democrats,” he said, 
“our party is going to stand or fall 
on the job we do of winning the 
war and planning the peace.” Thus 
endorsing President Roosevelt's 
recent adoption of a “win the 
war” slogan, Walker hastened to 
make it plain that his party is 
ready to defend 1 policies of 
the New Deal, which Mr. Roose- 
velt recently said was a term that 
had been outgrown. 

“T do not mean that we are go- 
ing to cast aside the social gains 
we have. made,” the party chair- 
man added. “There is nothing 
comparable in history to those 
gains.”

The letter, 
bearing Hopkins’ name, predicts 
Wendell L. Willkie will be the 
Republican presidential nominee 
this year. 

The letter was made public by 
C. Nelson — former mayor 
of Akron, Ohio, and critic of Will- 
kie. Hopkins, in repudiating the 
letter, called for an investigation 
by the FBI. 

Assistant Attorney General Tom 
C, Clark, in announcing that the 
grand jury investigation will begin 
here next week, probably Wednes- 
day, said Sparks had refused to 
let G-men have the letter for exe 
amination. 

Sparks wrote the Justice De 
partment, Clark said, that “he 
would be glad to bring it before 
any investigating committee or 
grand jury.” He has been sharply 
critical of Willkie’s 1940 nomina- 
tion campaign in a book, “One 
Man — Wendell Willkie.” which 
quotes the disputed letter.

So far, the primary project an- 
nounced by the joint commissions 
is that of a downtown plaza and 
elevated highway system over 
railroad tracks to relieve the 
pressing problem of traffic con- 
gestion, 

This gigantic project, however, 
is only one of many in the process 
of formulation—and all of the 
projects are integrated and co-or- 
dinated with a long range view to 
bringing about desired results in 
improvement of the area. 

Not only are the county and 
city commissions working Co-Op- 
ératively in the same direction on 
the major or “master pian, but 
they are as well consulting offi-

| The magazine then points out 
that people of communities in 
which planning programs are un- 
dertaken “need not, to be sure, 
become technicians, but they can 
be expected to apply their com- 
mon sense to what the technicians 
are trying to do. Above all, they 
can, if they will, understand the 
difference between master plan 
ning and blue printing. When the 
difference is understood, it be- 
comes evident that long-range 
planning goals can be reached by 
successive stages, without the ne- 
cessity at any one time of raising 
impossibly large sums of money. 
“The master plan, as a whole, 
of course, is much more than a 
map of streets and buildings. It 
must be thought of, particularly 
where the community is large, as 
something like the direction of a 
prolonged business operation.”

In Worker's Lunchbox

in many ways: through elimination of waste, in saving fats and paper, 
doing canteen work, making blood donations, and in many other ways. 
But the most important way in which a woman with a family can 
serve her country is by keeping her family well fed, fit and strong, 


victory as a strong fighting front. snost im- 
portant single factor in building and maintaining health, thé vitality 
of the home front definitely rests upon the woman in the home, she 
who buys the food and plans the meals. 

Possibly our weakest and most slipshod meals are breakfast and

@ good meal, for home lunches usually consist of something from the 


refrigerator creamed and served on toast, soup and a salad. 


It is the 


“packed” lunch that most often suffers from monotony, and lack in 
nutritive values. Becayse many war workers, as well as children, 
depend upon the packed lunch for one of their daily meals, let us 


consider how this meal can be improved. 
In packing the lunch it is necessary to consider it as a meal, and 


not a mere makeshift. 


It should carry approximately one-third of 


the day’s food. Proteins, vitamins and minerals must be put into the 


lunch box. 


If the lunch of a child or a worker falls short of nutrition 


standards, it is likely that the whole day’s food supply will be off 
balance, because when food needs are great it is impossible to make 
up in one or two meals for the lack in a third. Thought of in this 
light, it is plain to see that some thought and planning must be given 
to packed lunches. 
To keep the job of packing lunches from being a dreaded chore, 
keep waxed paper, paper napkins, and paper cups in a convenient 
place. Keep lunches in mind when you plan meals; wash extra lettuce 
and celery, and a tomato for tomorrow’s lunch when you make salad 


for dinner the evening before. 


Keep salad dressing on hand, keep a 


little butter at room temperature in a covered dish, for easy spread- 


ing of the sandwiches. 


Keep small covered jars washed and ready 


to carry a soft custard or a chopped vegetable salad.

The average American is not 
quite 32 years of age, so he is 
young enough to have escaped 
many old-fashioned prudish at- 
titudes that we of the older gen- 
eration have fallen heir to. 
Maybe that fact accounts for the 
public’s eager acceptance of 
these supposedly frank medico- 
psychological discussions in this 
column. You readers have the 
true scientific spirit, and are a 
credit to our nation for being so 
desirous of gaining the facts for 
happier, more successful living. 
I salute you! 


Case B-223: Walter Morrow. 
aged probably 46, is the editor of 
the Columbus Citizen. He pio- 
neered this frank scientific col- 
umn in Ohio eight years ago. 


He has a judicial mind and a 
detached, scientific slant on life, 
so he would have been a success 
in several other fields besides 
journalism, had he cared to en- 
ter them. 


“Before I run some of my edi- 
torials, I often pass them around 
among the members of the staff 
to gain their criticisms,” he wrote 
me not long ago. 

“Occasionally I do the same 
thing with one of your Case Rec- 
ords. I sounded out 14 members 
of the staff on your recent article 
distinguishing between the two 
venereal diseases, syphilis versus 
gonorrhea. 

“I asked them to check whether 
they thought it was too frank 
for publication, or if they felt 
it was a proper inclusion in a 
metropolitan family newspaper. 
Here are the results. What do 
you make of them?” 

MEN MORE PRUDISH? 

Every one of the men had voted 

against my article, but a majority 


}of the women thought it was per- 


fectly proper to print such a dis- 
cussion of the symptoms and dif- 
ferences between the diseases. 

Do you suppose this indicates 

that in modern America the wom- 
en are more liberal and free from 
prudery than the men? 
; Or are the men more steeped 
in journalistic tradition where un- 
til recent years even the word 
“sex” was deleted from newspa- 
per pages? 

Women are more recent mem- 
bers of the journalistic profession, 
So possibly they have not absorb- 
ed the older taboos of the male 
journalists. 

PUBLIC IS SCIENTIFIC 

The Gallup surveys have often 
showed that the public is far 
ahead of congress on legislative 
questions. 

I am inclined to think that the 
public is also far ahead of college 
professors, the clergy and even 
our astute editors on many social 
questions. 

Like Mr. Morrow and several 
other liberal editors around this 
country, I have been curious to 
observe the reaction of people to 
many of my supposedly frank ar- 
ticles bringing the light of scien-

tific analysis to previously taboo 
subjects. 

Magazines even today think 
they dare not print such discus- 
sions as your progressive editor 
has been running in this column. 

My mail from you _ readers, 
however, shows that you don’t 
even consider my column particu- 
larly frank. Unless I bring up the 
matter in a public discussion like 
this, you don’t even know that 
some editors are jittery about this 
psychology column. 

AM I TOO FRANK? 

My mail from the Detroit Free 
Press during the first eight days 
it ran this column, totalled 417 
ei Last month the total was 
1,493. 

Not a single letter indicted me 
for my frankness in discussing 
sexual topics! 

But the readers of the Detroit 
Free Press had not been exposed 
to such liberalism by way of this 
column over past years, as many 
of you readers have been. 

They jumped right into the mid- 
dle of my Case Records series 
without warning, and saw _ the 
same sex cases that you read. 
They now send me more than| 
1,000 letters per month, but only 
one letter has thus far criticized 
my frankness. 

I have been as surprised as 
many of our. liberal editors on 
this point, for I thought at least 
a smattering of the older people 
would be shocked. 

They aren’t, at least if I may 
judge from their letters. Maybe 
we educators in the colleges as 
well as in editorial offices don’t 
realize that adults as well as chil- 
dren are eager for scientific facts 
about everything and are young 
enough to be free from old-fash- 
ioned, prudish attitudes.

Own a Shapely Pair of Legs; 
Develop Curves by Exercise

much, you can lose the excess; 
if too little, you can bring your 
pounds up to par. And, either 
way, you can improve your 
health on her menus. Along with 
these diets will be special exer- 
cises for every figure problem

look your best steps up your pep 
and zest for living. 


There’s no doubt that legs are | 


influenced considerably by the 
limbs of your family tree. How 
else account for the skinny legs on 
some of the streamlined lassies? 

It is quite possible you were 
meant to have rather slender calf, 
ankle and thigh measurements. 
That depends on your structure, 
which you inherited. Or, it might 
be that you inherited big bones 
with limbs in proportion. 

Even so, these measurements 
may not be up to standard and 
that is a matter of muscle tone, or 
the lack of it. Almost every beau- 
tiful pair of legs gets plenty of ex- 
ercise. Take Betty Grable . 
she is delightfully curvesome, but 
her beautiful legs are rather slen- 
der. Her leg measurements are: 
Calf, 12 inches; ankle, 7 inches. 
For contrast, there’s Eleanor Pow- 
ell, the dancer, who is a big girl 
but has trouble keeping her weight 
up to normal, and whose legs are 
perfectly in proportion: calf, 12 1-2 


inches; ankle, 8 inches; thigh, 20 
inches. 

Your bony structuge tells wheth- 
er your legs are supposed to be on 
the curvesome or the _ slender 
order. If you have a small wrist, 
you probably have a small ankle. 
But, regardless of your bones, you 
can have a nice curve at the calf 
and a smooth thigh-line. Here is 
a chart that tells the story, accord- 
ing to your wrist measurement:

Your ankle measurement is de- 
cided by your bones. But if your 
calf and thigh don’t conform, it 
may be that you are underweight 
or over, or, just plain lacking in 
good, firm muscle tissue. Exercises 
in which you pull toes up toward 
insteps and point the heels help to 
take down a calf measurement 
that is too large, and exercises on 
the toes help to develop a spindly 
calf. Side-to-side leg swinging and 
circling from the hip improve the 
thighs.

HIGH'S 
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MY DAY 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


NEW YORK, Wednesday.—January 6, 1944, 
marks the 25th anniversary of ex-President 
Theodore Roosévelt’s death. There is a poem 
written by his sister, the late Mrs. Douglas 
Robinson, called “Valiant for Truth,” which I 
think many people would find profitable to 
read again on this day. = 

But I want to recall the great cgntribution Gea GD a 
which I feel that he made to the young people while . I think 
it has a special bearing on the problems which we face in the 
present day. Theodore Roosevelt never failed to convey to young 
people that he believed they should take an active part in the 
public affairs of their community and of their nation. He thought 
every man and womay faced first their family responsibilities, but 
he was quick to point out that these could not be faced fully with- 
out recognizing the tie that the family had to the community and 
the obligation that each member of the family could discharge only 
by being a good citizen of that community. 


Many of us are apt to think of government activities as some 
thing quite apart from our daily lives. Theodore Roosevelt made 
you feel that every act in your daily life was a part of your citi- 


zenship. I am sure that today he would preach to young people 
their obligation actively to participate in the government of their 
community, of the nation and of the world, and the necessity for 
bringing their influence to bear as individuals and as members of 
any groups. 

He believed that every man had an obligation, if he were physi- 
cally able, to carry arms in times of war, but he believed no less 
in the obligation of every man and woman to discharge obliga- 
tions as citizens at all times. If they could take public office, he 
thought they had an obligation to do it. If they could not take 
public office, he thought they had an obligation to do all that they 
could in the interests of thé public good. He had very little patience 
with those who kept aloof from public life because they disliked 
criticism or might have to deal with disagreeable situations. He 
had very little patience with those who wished to advance their 
own personal fortunes, regardless of the fortunes of the American 
citizens as a whole. 

Many of us have forgotten that his interest in the American 
people generally brought him the accusation of being a traitor to 
his class—an accusation which other people have suffered under 
during the course of our history. 

Theodore Roosevelt’s life should be remembered by young people, 
for it will encourage them to enter into the arena where public 
questions are threshed out, in spite of the fact that they will have 
to take some pretty disagreeable mud slinging and verbal casti- 
gation at times, 

As J look back I think perhaps the inspiration which Theodore 
Roosevelt gave to young people was one of his enduring contri- 
butions, not only to the youth of his generation, but to the youth 
of all generations.

War Contract Clauses' 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—A4)—

new standard clause, for inclusion 
in all government war contracts, 
covering contract termination pro- 
cedures. 


Constructed out of a_ great 
variety of clauses presently in 
use by the war, navy and other 
government purchasing agencies, | 
the new provision will be made

The 1943 total, with December 
roughly calculated on the basis of 
the preceding 11 months, was 
3.737, compared with a 1927-41 
average of 1,945 and a 1942 total

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Polish Underground Ordered 
To Keep Up War With Nazis 


LONDON, Jan. 6.— (4’) — Pre- 
mier Stanislaw Mikolajczyk as- 
serted in a broadcast to Poland to- 
night that a fully-organized Polish 
government exists underground in 
Poland, headed by a resident dep- 
uty premier answerable to the ex- 
iled cabinet in London. 

Speaking in connection with the 
Russian advance against the Ger- 
mans across the prewar frontier of 
Poland, the premier did not refer 
to the Polish-Russian disagreement 
over where that border may be, 
but simply treated the whole dis- 
puted area as if it always had 
been and stil] was part of Poland. 

“We should have preferred to 
meet Soviet troops not merely as 
allies of our allies fighting against 
the same common enemy, but as 
our own allies as well,” said Miko- 
lajcezyk in the egg made 
public by the Polish telegraph 
agency. 

Regardless of how the territo- 
rial question is settled, however, 
he had this to say about the Soviet 
advance: 


“It inspires us with hopes of 
prompt liberation and brings near- 
er the moment of our final reck- 
oning with the Germans, which 


will come irrespective of the polit- 
ical situation.” 

He repeated instructions to the 
underground to continue independ- 
ently the uninterrupted fight 
against the Germans and declared: 

“Strong with the imperishable 
right of Poland to independence, 
and with the declarations of obli- 
gations of our allies and of the 
United Nations, we demand re- 
spect for the rights and interests 
of the Polish republic, its supreme 
authorities and its citizens in any 
war situation and at any stage of 
development in the international 
political situation.” 

Mikolajczyk, who is to go to 
Washington soon to confer with 
President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Hull, is expected to meet with 
President Edouard Benes of the 
Czecho-Slovak government-in-exile 
before departing.
